Colonel White: 


Referred to the proposed NSC Planning Board paper which would require 
Government agencies, including CIA, to furnish financial data to the NSC 
semi-annually, and noted in view of the trend now taking place in budgetary 
matters, it would appear that it was incumbent upon CIA to comply. Mr, 
Amory said it was intended that the information required by the NSC would 
be based on actual expenditures resulting from compliance with specific 
tasks necessary to carry out programs called for in the various NSC papers. 
Mr. Amory also said he believed our compliance with this Directive could 
he handled by lumping covert expenditures in with overt expenditures; i.e., 
so much for overt -- so much for covert. The Director noted if anv refine- 
ment of covert expenditures was required he could orally brief the NSC. 

Mr. Amory:
